Although they respond 
best to careful soil preparation, scatter-plantings are successful 
if the seed is sown at seasons when the plants will have benefit 
of rainfall. In areas where wild shrubs abound, it is better to 
concentrate your efforts on the clear places and assure success 
by scarifying the soil to make it easier for the seeds to take root. 
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One ounce of seed will sow 150 to 200 square feet in a home 
garden planting, while one pound to 5,000 square feet is recom- 
mended for a city lot—broadcast planting. For hillside or field 
planting, 5 to 8 pounds per acre, depending upon the existing 
growth of wild shrubs.
